sit with the aforesaid members in a con- 
sultative capacity only, pursuant to Section 
18(b) (1) (a) of The Ontario Highway Transport 
Board Act; or in the alternative, 


the original learned panel of said Board 
seized with said application on the following 
grounds: 


The learned panel erred as follows: 


(a) in comparing the effect of a short-term 
rate subsidy program initiated by and 
paid for by the Province of Ontario, on 
the one hand, with the proposal of the 
applicant, without government subsidy 
to reduce transportation rates between 
southern Ontario and northeastern Ontario 
to a level comparable to rates offered for 
equal miles in southern Ontario; 


(b) the conclusion of said learned panel that 


‘any rate reduction would benefit supplier’s - 


and wholesalers and not be passed on to 
the consumers” is not supported by the 
evidence and denies to suppliers, whole- 
salers, retailers and consumers in north- 
eastern Ontario the opportunity offered by 
the applicant of equal rates for equal miles; 


(c) in failing to recognize the importance to 
the public in northeastern Ontario (whether 
the public be at the supplier, wholesaler, 
retailer or consumer level and whether 
rate savings stop at any one of the market 
levels above referred to) of an opportunity 
of sharing in rate levels available to the 
same classes of consumers in southern 
Ontario; 
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(d) in failing to recognize the basic right of any 


region of the Province of Ontario in a free. 


enterprise economy to the opportunity of 
equal rates for equal miles; 


(e) in failing to attach sufficient probative 
weight to the legitimate concerns of elected 
and appointed officials from notheastern 
Ontario that rate savings offered by the 
applicant be made available to the public 
in northeastern Ontario; 


(f) the learned panel in determining public 
necessity and convenience appears to 
establish different standards for the public 
in southern Ontario, on the one hand, 
than for the public in northeastern Ontario 
in finding that “‘branch offices at Sudbury 
are entitled to competitive, efficient trans- 
portation services to northeastern Ontario’ 
and yet branch offices in northeastern 
Ontario are not entitled to similar com- 
petitive, efficient services on traffic moving 
between southern Ontario and northeastern 
Ontario; 


(g) in its failure to recognize a well established 
principle in transportation of the im- 
portance of volume to a common carrier 
in providing a competitive service by 
restricting the applicant from accepting 
transfer traffic from either itself or other 
common carriers at Sudbury ; 


(h) in its failure to recognize the importance 
of efficiency to a common carrier by 
neglecting to permit the applicant to use 
the shortest possible means of connecting 
Sudbury with Temagami and points north 
of Temagami on Highway 11 and forcing 
the applicant to use the longest possible 
route in effecting this service ; 


(i) in failing to attach adequate weight to the 
evidence of the shipping public on failure 
of service between southern Ontario and 
northeastern Ontario on the face of the total 
failure of the two main respondents, Star 
Transfer Limited and Dominion-Consoli- 
dated Truck Lines Limited, to lead rebuttal 
evidence of service offered by their 
respective companies ; 


(j) in concluding “‘there is sufficient competi- 
tion’’ in the light of the failure of existing 
licensees in northeastern Ontario to offer 
equal rates for equal miles and in the light 
of the commitment by the applicant to 
offer reduced freight rates and vastly 
improved service to northeastern Ontario: 


(k) in its failure to consider the public interest 
in the face of a finding of fact of potential 
rate savings of 15% to 20% over prevailing 
rates;

similar distances in southern Ontario; 
and further ‘“*... the proposed rate 
structure they would initiate if granted 
a licence, showing 15% to 20% saving 
over the prevailing rates charged by 
Star, Dominion and other licensed 
carriers moving southern Ontario to 
points in northern Ontario” ; 


and further “Manitoulin proposes to 
apply the Ontario Grouping tariff for 
similar mileage between points in 
southern Ontario and northern Ontario 
which under prevailing rates would 
mean anywhere from 15% to 20% 
saving to the users of the service” ; 


and further ‘“‘In the present applica- 
tion, the Board is of the opinion that 
the proposed rates under the Ontario 
Grouping Tariff No. 1 as outlined in 
Exhibits 3A to 3H even with Sec- 
tion 7 of that tariff that 1s known as 
the Exception List, which changed 
the rates slightly for certain commodi- 
ties on the list and are less than the 
present Class Rate charged by both 
Star and Dominion in many categories 
and were equal to the express rates 
into the area’’; 


it ignores the statement by both

that they would meet the proposed 
rates by Manitoulin Transport 
Limited; 


said statement ignores the findings of 
the learned panel that the applicant’s 
proposal is “‘equal rates for equal miles 
competitive with similar rate levels 
in southern Ontario’.

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The design of the first phase of the under- 
taking has received the necessary design ap- 
provals of the Ministry of the Environment 
pursuant to The Ontario Water Resources 
Act, 1970 and construction is substantially 
completed. 


The planning of the second phase of the under- 
taking has reached a sufficiently advanced 
stage of planning and commitment of funds, 
that the interference with the Ministry of 
Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental 
Affairs which would be caused by the applica- 
tion of the Act would be undue. 


This exemption is subject to the following terms 
and conditions: 


1. That the construction of the undertaking 
be completed on or before January 1, 
1978.

51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session.

Time for reporting 


(6) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing.

Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes.

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Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s aia 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative fo the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his lability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

Filing Bill with Clerk

sion of such Bills: 


NOTE: A number of Standing Orders of 
the Legislative Assembly have been suspended 
for the Fourth Session of the Thirtieth Parlia- 
ment by an Order of the House passed on 
Thursday, December 16, 1976. The suspended 
Orders are marked—SUSPENDED. 


PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 
—SUSPENDED 


Time for reporting 


(6) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 

—Eight day requirement SUSPENDED 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(0) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 
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2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

Additional fees

54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 
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1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee.

(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bull 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee.

57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it.

58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid.

1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00.

to practice as a Parliamentary Agent, at the pleasure 
of the Speaker.

Extract from the rules respecting the presentation of petitions 


83. (c) Petitions may be either written or printed and only the original, properly 
signed, and addressed to the Lieutenant Governor and the Legislative Assembly need be 
presented. 


(d) Petitions may not be signed by a solicitor as such, unless he is acting for a 
petitioner unable to sign due to absence from the Province or illness, and only then if 
the solicitor holds a Power of Attorney to be produced to the Clerk of the House if 
required. 


(ec) Members presenting petitions are answerable that they do not contain any 
improper matter. 


84. No petition can be received which prays for any expenditure, grant or charge on

Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 





The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
| municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
_ pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
_ Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 


the extent, if any, of his liability. 








The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

in transit through Ontario between points in 
Quebec and points in the United States of 
America. 


3. The Board’s decision contains no finding of 
fact that to the extent of its licence authority 


(substantially confined, by reason of its ICC 


certificate, to non-edible industrial com- 
modities) that Tajon Inc., together with its 
principal licences competitor, Laidlaw Trans- 
port Limited, was not providing the shipping 
public requiring the movement of non-edible 
commodities in dump-vehicles with a satis- 
factory service, nor was there any evidence 
that Tajon Inc. and Laidlaw Transport Limited 
did not have sufficient equipment to meet the 
present demands or reasonably foreseeable future 
demands of the shipping public requiring a 
service for the transportation of non-edible 
commodities in bulk in dump-vehicles between 
points in Ontario and points in the United 
States of America.

(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing.

Treasurer's Sale of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.
